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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

The Amendment, filed on 3/22/2007, has been entered and acknowledged by the 
Examiner. 

Cancellation of claims 19 and 20 has been entered. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1-4, 6, 8, 10, 1 1, and 13-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Wakimizu et al. (US 5,126,619). 

Regarding claim 1, Wakimizu discloses (see figure 3) a lamp including a lamp base (20) 
with a stem, two leads (22 and 24) extending from the stem and defining a first plane, a 
translucent outer envelope (50), a halogen inner lamp light source (10) including pinched seal 
portions (13a and 13b) that define a second plane. The pinch seal portion is substantially 
rectangular and includes two orthogonal planes, for the purposes of examination the second 
plane will be selected from the plane orthogonal to the first plane. The first and second planes 
are substantially perpendicular. (Column 3 lines 14-37) 

Regarding claim 2, Wakimizu discloses the use of a longer lead portion (24). 
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Regarding claims 3 and 4, Wakimizu further discloses a strap (32) that is attached to the 
free end of the longer lead and the pinched seal of the inner lamp source. 

Regarding claim 6, Wakimizu discloses the use of a lead through foil for the longer 
pinched in portion. 

Regarding claim 8, Wakimizu further discloses a second pinched end opposite the first 
pinched end. (See figure 1) 

Regarding claim 10, Wakimizu further discloses the manufacture, of the device as 
described in the rejection of claim 1 above. 

Regarding claim 11, Wakimizu further discloses the use of a mechanical connection 
(30a) located between the pinched end and the leads, where the mechanical connection supports 
the inner lamp. (See figure 3) 

Regarding claim 13, Wakimizu further discloses providing a strap (30a) between the 
pinched end and the free portion of a lead. 

Regarding claim 14, Wakimizu discloses the use of metal leads that are trimmed to 
different lengths. 

Regarding claim 15, Wakimizu alternatively discloses the attachment of a strap (32) to 
the longer lead and the strap supporting the lamp. 

Regarding claim 16, both pinch seal ends are located in the vicinity of the stem and the 
pinch seal is located between the longer lead and the stem portion. 

Regarding claims 17 and 18, claims 17 and 18 are rejected for the reasons provided in the 
rejection of claims 3 and 4 above. 
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Claims 1-4, 8, 10, 1 1, and 13-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by Bergman et al. (US 5,610,469). 

Regarding claim 1, Bergman discloses (see figures 1 and 2) a lamp including a lamp base 
(28) with a stem (32), two leads (30) extending from the stem and defining a first plane, a 
translucent outer envelope (18), a halogen inner lamp light source (12) including pinched seal 
portions (42) that define a second plane. The second plane is the plane of the bottom portion of 
the pinch seal. The first and second planes are substantially perpendicular. (Column 3 lines 14- 
37) 

Regarding claim 2, Bergman discloses the use of a lead extender (54) that serves to 
lengthen one of the two leads and connect the lead to the inner lamp lead. 

Regarding claims 3 and 4, Bergman further discloses a strap (52) that is attached to the 
free end of the longer lead and the pinched seal of the inner lamp source. 

Regarding claim 8, Bergman further discloses a second pinched end opposite the first 
pinched end. (See figure 1) 

Regarding claim 10, Bergman further discloses the manufacture of the device as 
described in the rejection of claim 1 above. 

Regarding claim 11, Bergman further discloses the use of a mechanical connection (52) 
located between the pinched end and the leads, where the mechanical connection supports the 
inner lamp. (See figure 1) 

Regarding claim 13, Bergman further discloses providing a strap (52) between the 
pinched end and the free portion of a lead. 
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Regarding claim 14, Bergman discloses the use of metal leads that are trimmed to 
different lengths. The longer lead being a combination of lead portion 30 and lead extender 54. 
Regarding claim 15, Bergman discloses the attachment of the strap to the longer lead. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim 9 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Bergman et al. 
(US 5,610,469) in view of Michel et al. (US 6,400,077) 

Regarding claim 9, Bergman discloses the device as claimed (see rejection of claim 1 
above) but does not appear to specify the use of an inner lamp with a single pinched end. 
However Michel, in the same field of endeavor, disclose (see figure 2) the use of a lamp portion 
including a seal portion with two leads. The use of a bent tube allows for a longer filament in the 
same vertical length thereby allowing for higher brightness. Thus, it would have been obvious at 
the time the invention was made to a person having ordinary skills in the art to incorporate an 
inner lamp with a single pinched end as taught by Michel into the device as disclosed by 
Bergman in order to advantageously for higher brightness. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

Claim 7 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims. 

Regarding claim 7, the references of the Prior Art of record fails to teach or suggest the 
combination of the limitations as set forth in claim 7, and specifically comprising the limitation 
of a lamp including leads fromthe stem forming a first plane, an inner lamp with a pinch seal 
forming a second plane defined by the metal foil inside the pinch seal portion, where the seal is 
located between the leads and where the first and second plane are perpendicular. 

Conclusion 

Since new rejections have been applied to previously indicated allowable subject matter, 
the prosecution is reopened and the action is made non-final
